and $40,000.

Debate Starts Wednesday 


Senator McNary of Oregon, the 


Republican leader,

Byrnes (D-S. C.) forecast the sen- 
ate would approve

bill. Debate will begin next Wed- 
nesday. 


Byrnes expressed the conviction 


that the committee's

for modifying business taxes are

Here are the major provisions of 


the senate committee measure, to- 
gether with comparable provisions 
in the house bill and in existing 
law: 


Corporation income taxes: 
Senate committee — flat 
18 
per 


cent on corporation income: spe.- 
cial credits provided for compa- 
nies having net income of $25,000 
and under. 


House bill — Income tax ranging 


from 16 to 20 per cent on corpora- 
lions having net income above $25.- 
000, the rate 
determined by the 


proportion of profits distributed 
to stockholders. Corporations hav- 
ing net income of $25.000 and less 
would pay taxes ranging from 12J 
to 16 per cent. The amount of pro- 
fits they distributed would have 
no effect on the tax rate. 
Present Provision 


Existing law — A sliding scale of 


corporation income taxes ranging 
from 8 to 15 per cent, plus taxes 
on undistributed 
profits ranging 


from 7 to 27 per cent. 


Capital gains taxes: 
Senate committee — Flat 15 per 


cent on gains realized from assets 
held over 18 months. The taxpayer 
would have the option of including 
50 per cent of his capital gains m , 
ordinary ir.ccme and paying rcgu- 1 
lar income tax r.itcs. Inclusion of 
all capital gains on assets held 18 
months and less in ordinary income. 
to be taxed at regular income tax 
rates. 
House — Inclusion in ordinary in- 


come percentages of capital gains 
ranging from 98 per cent on assets 
held between 13 and 14 months to 
40 per cent on assets held longer 
than 
five years. 
The taxpayer 


would have the option of paying a 
flat 40 per cent on such gains.

Madison—C11)—Federal Judge Pat- 


rick T. Stone took under advise- 
ment today motions to reverse the 
verdict or grant new trials for the 
16 major oil companies and 30 in- 
dividuals convicted of a gasoline 
price-fixing conspiracy. 


Defense attorneys completed five 


days of arguments on their motions 
and the government rested with a 
brief reply. 


Court officials expressed the view 


that Judge Stone might take sever- 
al weeks before he reaches a de- 
cision, since he had informed coun- 
sel he would give exhaustive •con- 
sideration to their arguments and 
briefs. 


Claim Program Approved 


The defense contended the evi-1 


dence did not support the verdict, 1 Ol'liadoes 
of the jury, returned Jan. 22 after 
a four months trial, that the 1935 
program of big company purchases 
of distress gasoline from independ- 
ent refiners was government-ap- 
proved and entirely legal. 


One of the biggest objections 


raised by defense counsel was that 
the jury, with a voluminous rec- 
ord before it, took only seven hours 
to reach its verdict and that the 
record was devoid of any conclu- 
sive evidence of illegal intent on 
the part of the company presidents 
and other executives involved. 


Special 
Prosecutor 
William P. 


Crawford, of Superior, said 
the 


government would rest on its con- 
tention that all the points raised 
were questions for jury considera- 
tion, that the jury had considered 
them and the court should not set 
its verdict aside. 


Two price-fixing indictments in

construction 
Finance 
corporation 


wide new authority to lend to bus- 
iness enterprises. 


It also would revive RFC loans 


to states and subdivisions for pub- 
lic works construction. 


The administration measure now 


goe to the hoi'se. 


The bill, by Senator Glass (D- 


Va.), would extend the scope of 
RFC lending and permit that agen- 
cy to make available approximately 
$1,500,000,000 for long time loans. 


Loans to states and subdivisions 


would be permitted not only on 
so - called "self-liquidating" pro- 
jects, but on all projects where the 
RFC finds there is reasonable as- 
surance of repayment. 


Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the 


RFC testified the measure would 
make funds available for five, ten 
o. fifteen year loans to business 
which commercial banks might not 
undertake. 


The bill was passed before many 


senators knew what was happening. 


Second Vote Taken. 


Vice President Garner, immedi- 


ately after the roll call at the open- 
ing of the day's session, called for a 
voice vote on an amendment. When 
a thin chorus of "ayes" was heard, 
he called for a vote on final pass- 
age of the bill. The measure carried 
by a second voice vote.

Colonel House 


The career of Colonel House was 


like that of an actor or of a singer 
in that there is no record left by 
which posterity can form an inde- 
pendent 
estimate of his worth. 


There are to be sure some memoirs, 
some letters and some papers. But 
no one who knew the Colonel will 
make the mistake of thinking that 
they reveal the man or define the 
part he played in the history of 
these times. 


He was, in fact, singularly incap- 


able of imparting his own ideas or 
of acquiring ideas through the me- 
dium of written words. He was at 
ease and in command of himself 
only when he was dealing with 
other men face to face and by word 
of mouth. Those of us who worked 
for him at one time or another soon 
learned this; that it was no use 
sending him a long memorandum 
about anything. Two well spaced 
typewritten pages were about the 
limit of what he cared to take in by 
reading: the rest had to be filled 
in by oral explanation. And when 
he had to write, 
he wrote very 


briefly as men do who do not like 
to write. 


Thus the papers of Colonel House 


are no place to find the man who 
fcr so many years, for virtually the 
whole of Wilson's two terms was by 
all odds Wilson's closest collabora- 
tor. The work he did was done in 
private talks with President "Wilson 
and with a small highly selected 
circle of influential men here and 
abroad. Just exactly what Colonel 
House did no one will ever know 
for certain. For almost all that he 
did is indistmguishably fused with 
Woodrow Wilson's career. 


That is the way he wished it to 


be. For he was dedicated to Wood- 
low Wilson. And that is the way it 
was. So the man displayed in the 
memoirs, and even more the man 
of the post-war legends, is a fiction, 
almost unrecognizable by those who 
knew the Colonel when he served 
Woodrow Wilson. 
Complement Of Wilson 
In Almost Every Respect 


He was able to serve Wilson be- 


cause he was m almost eveiy re- 
spect the complement of Wilson. 
The tilings which Colonel House 
did best, meeting men face to face 
and listening to them patiently and 
persuading them gradually. Wood- 
row Wilson could hardly bear to do 
at all The President was an in- 
tellectual, accustomed to acquiring 
knowledge by reading and to im- 
parting it by lecturing and by writ- 
ing books. Wilson was 
annoyed, 


quickly bored, and soon exhausted 
by the incoherence, the verbosity, 
and the fumbling of most talk, es- 
pecially the talk of practical men 
of affairs. Thus Wilson liked New- 
ton Baker because Baker had a dis- 
ciplined mind; his talk was always 
clear and organized. But Wilson 
could not listen long to people who 
said things three times over and al- 
ways badly, and he shrank from 
trying to explain his own ideas 
01 ally to people who needed to be 
introduced to them gently. Wilson 
tpared 
himself 
personal contact 


whenever he could, and said what 
he had to say m speeches, notes, 
and written memoranda. In order 
to learn he preferred to read rather 
than to listen; and \vhen he spoke, 
he did not \vish to be mteirupted 
or to have to repeat himself. 


Colonel House, on the contrary, 


uas as nearly proof against bore- 
dom as anyone imaginable. Lacking 
all intellectual pride, having no 
such 
intellectual 
cultivation 
as 


Woodrow Wilson, he educated him- 
•elf in the problems of the day by 
Inducing men of affairs to confide 
in him. And \vhen he wanted some 
one to do something, having no au- 
thority to command, he patiently 
and persistently set to work with 
the intention of making the other 
man come to feel that he was mere- 
ly doing uhat he had always want- i 
ed to do. 
Contributed Faculty 
Lssenlial to Statesman 


Thus Colonel House biought to 


Wilson a faculty v.lnch Wilson lack- 
ed, though it is essential to a states- 
man. 
No one can be President of 


the United States without having a 
great variety of personal contacts. 
And Wilson did not like personal 
contact, and 
instinctively shrank 


from it. Fortunately he knew his 
weakness, and fortunately he found 
in Colonel House a man whom he 
was able to see often without be- 
coming weu-y. a man whom he 
trusted and knew to be sensitive 
ana responsive 
to the 
things he 


cared about. 


Through Colonel House he re- 


maini-d in communication with men 
from whom he would 
otherwise 


have been shut away. For the Col-

onel." lacking Wilson's fierce con- 
victions about ideas, had ever so 
much easier and broader sympa- 
thies v.'ith ordinary human beings. 
From this there came, so it always 
seemed to me, the 
thing 
which 


saved Wilson's administration from 
the fcnatical and sectarian 
nar- 


rowncsr that is so often the undoing 
of reformers. The Wilson adminis- 
tration remained until nearly the 
very end broadly national in spirit, 
and was never reduced to a faction- 
al feud. It might easily have been 
otherwise, given Wilson's sense of 
his mission, but for the tolerance 
contributed by Colonel House. 
Mad' Contact with 
Leading Personalities 


Thfe Colonel kept open the chan- 


nels of understanding between the 
solitary man in the White House 
and ;he representatives of all sorts 
of influential 
and 
indispensable 


men. He kept open the channels 
with the practical politicians of the 
Democratic party, men who spoke 
a language that the President could 
read but could not speak fluently. 
He kept open the channels with the 
parties on the left, with pacifists 
and socialists and single-minded re- 
formers, whom a President m those 
days v/ould easily have foi gotten 
ibou'. With equal dexterity he left 
open the chanels of communication 


v.ith bis business and high finance, 
end with Republican leaders like 
Sir. Tift and Mr. Root. And. as 
every one knows, he made personal 
contact with the leading personal- 
ities m Germany, France and Great 
Britain. 


In this fashion he enlarged great- 


ly the orbit of the President's di- 
rect knowledge and influence, di- 
minished the opposition, and mul- 
tiplied his 
effectiveness. 
Though 


Wilson was still protected, as tem- 
peramentally he needed to be. he 
was not isolated. He did not hear 
only from the people who agreed 
with him. And because 
Colonel 


House managed to give the sense 
Snat to talk with him was to talk 
with the President. Mr. Wilson paid 
attention to and saved the sensibil- 
ities of all kinds of important peo- 
ple that it is perilous for a Presi- 


1 cent to ignore. 
Authority Separated 
From Responsibility 


Yet from the beginning-the rela- 


tionship of these two men had a 
tadical defect which had grave con- 
sequences. Though Colonel House 
was wholly de\oted to the Presi- 
dent, though Wilson \\as not jeal- 
cus c£ the Colonel, though the two 
men had tact, sensibility, and deep 
affection, the fact remained that the 
close..! adviser of the President of 
the United States was a private cit- 
izen holding no office known to the 
Constitution. 
Thus authority was 


separated from responsibility. The 
Colonel was more important than 
any member of the President's offi- 
cial ftmily, and the effect of his 
position was to place the State De- 


partment and the diplomatic ser- 
vice iu an ambiguous and embar- 
rassing position. He himself was ac- 
countable onlv to the President per- 
sonally, and the power delegated to 
him by the President did much to 
destroy the efficiency of the Cabi- 
net as the advisers of the Presi- 
dent and to accentuate the evolu- 
tion of personal government in the 
United States. 


In the crucial test the personal 


relation did not work well though 
if any two men could have made it 
work, these two men could have. 
By force of circumstances the Col- 
onel was compelled 
at 
last 
to 


emerge from his personal and priv- 
nte role and to become a diplomatic 
cffic'al. When he did, his position 
within the American Peace Com- 
mission and his power to deal with 
foreign governments became iiighly 
confusing At Pans he was no lonc- 
er the Picsident's alter ego and jet 
he was presumed to be more im- 
portant than his fellow commission- 
ers. When Wilson attempted to ne- 
gotiate face 
to face 
rather than 


through Colonel House, he found 
himself playing a part for which 
he wi.s temperamentally unsuited, a 
part to which he was unaccustomed. 
And when the 
Colonel attempted 


the role of an official, he did not 
reallv know where his authority 
began and where it ended For he 
too wa-. plajing a part to \\hich he 
\\as tcmperamontaly unsuited.

Played Cards Wronsr 


The tragedy of the peace was due

If conditions do not change, rev-

First, everyone knows that trucks, 
busses, and 
automobiles 
have 


scooped a lot of the railroad busi- 
ness. Second, of course, is the m- 
ciease in taxation. A third is the 
mollycoddling of labor for political 
i easons and the higher costs of such 
a policy. Fourth is the interference 
with railroads by ignorant and self- 
ish politicians. (Right now there is 
a bill before congress to limit train- 
lengths to 70 cars. The idea is to 
make more useless jobs at a cost of 
$150,000,000 annually!) Fifth is that 
managements have too small a 
stake in their total enterprise. As 
a result, they • are not so ready to 
fight for their real owners' "(the 
stockholders'* rights, 


Life-Saving: Possibilities 


Is there any hope of overcoming 


these terrific problems? Several op- 
timistic developments are on the 


horizon. 
First b the increase in 


rates, already granted. 
It should 


turn in around $200,000,000. addi- 
tional revenues based on current 
traffic. It'is not all that the roads 
asked for but too big a boost in 
rates would force traffic over to 
ships and trucks. Second is the cut 
in wages looming ahead. Manage- 
ments have the courage to 
push 


these wage cuts now because they 
know that if present 
conditions 


should continue .their own jobs will 
be in danger! A 10 per cent wage 
slash would keep another $200.000.- 
000 from draining out of the rail- 
roads' cash register. 


Third, other expenses 
can be 


slashed. Big strides toward operat- 
ing economies have been made in 
recent years. This trend can be em- 
phasized. Loans for modern 
effi- 


cient equipment by the R. F. C. will 
be a factor. Fourth, real consolida- 
tions of competing roads arc ex- 
pected. Duplicate terminals, paral- 
lel trackage, dual offices will be 
eliminated. Equipment will be pool- 
ed This is really bullish! 
Fifth, 


there is the hope of general busi- 
ness betterment. A 20 per cent gain 
in traffic is needed more than any- 
thing else. It would give the roads 
time to catch their breath, to pur- 
chase efficient equipment and to 
work out their consolidation plans 
carefully. 


Now, 
what should investors do? 


The bonds of the best roads may 
sell off from par but they will con- 
tinue to pay their interest. The me- 
dium-grade roads are more doubt- 
ful. Some of theni will be forced 
through the wringer and here is 
where careful weeding-out will pay 
well. Most of the 
weakest group 


are already in bankruptcy. Some of 
their first-mortgage, main-line is- 
taies should be good purchases at 
present prices. Common stocks of 
the railroads are another question. 
With a few exceptions, they 
are 


outright gambles although I 
see 


little to be gained even by selling 
them now. But later when the rail- 
roads are again feeling good, get 
out and stay out!

sonal fortune of Richard Whitney, the former president of the New 
York stock exchange, was invested in economic dingbats rather than 
conservative, blue-chip issues. But some restaurateurs go next door to 
eat, many saloon keepers arc teetotalers and Barbara Hutton wears very 
little jewelry from the 'counters of the five-and-ten. 


Mr. Whitney's properties included an applejack 


firm, a dirt mine whose product was calculated to 
invigorate tired land and a bug juice inimical to in- 
sect pests. These be queer interests indeed for a man 
in his position, and Mr. Whitney may feel embar- 
rassed by the disclosure of his foibles in the inven- 
tory of his old golf sticks, collar buttons and initialed 
belt buckles. 


Great men do have their whims, however. 
The infallible fire extinguisher which Tex Rickard 


bought from an inventor was his favorite investment. 
It consisted of a powder inclosed in a glass grenade 
or egg, and the theory was that hundreds of gren- 
ades tossed through the windows of a burning build- 
ing would shatter and smother the flames under a sifting of the magic 
chemicals. Unfortunately, however, in practical tests the glass eggs 
plopped in the blazing crates which Mr. Rickard had ignited for his 
demonstration and did not break up to. the time of his death.

guisher and defended it doggedly 
against the scoffing jests of Mr.

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WRITING THE DRIVER'S RECORD 
Theodore Dammann, secretary of state, 


is calling on all traffic enforcement offi- 
cers to cooperate in building-up a file of 
information on convictions in traffic of- 
fenses. The idea of the central file is to 
make available the record of any person's 
driving insofar carelessness, recklessness or 
incompetence may be shown by convic- 
tions in court. Individual records will be 
kept in Madison and added to as police 
officers about the state report convictions. 


The record should be a valuable one 


not only an guiding traffic officers and 
courts in dealing with the more serious 
cases of recklessness on the highways, 
but eventually in drafting legislation to 
meet the as yet unanswered problem of 
safety on the highways.

There have ,been many .proposals ad- 


vanced for publicizing the driver's record. 
Some have urged <a sort of "scarlet letter'' 
system such as attaching a button-to the 
license plate of the car lor-each convic- 
tion. Others have advocated having the 
enforcement officer note not only convic- 
tions but warnings on the back of the 
driver's license. Neithef idea has been 
acceptable to the public. 
Marking the 


car is unfair and unreasonable since most 
cars are driven at different times by differ- 
ent persons. Marking the driver's license 
by police officers has also many objections 
to it. What police officer "in the heat of 
battle" as it were, has not lost his temper 
to the degree that he would delight in 
marking up a license card unjustly, even 
though he might decide later that he had 
acted unfairly: 


Many police officers 
have 
changed 


their minds after making an arrest, many 
would after marking a license card, but 
erasures on the back of a license would 
perhaps be worse than the blackest possi- 
ble mark. However if a driver has been 
convicted in court, the chances are that 
the record is a sound basis for judgment. 
Mr. Dammann should have the full co- 
operation of all enforcement officers in 
the state in building up this file. 
If the 


file is complete, properly kept, and ac- 
curately read the information will prove 
of great value in regulating driveis for 
greater safety on Wisconsin roads.

The Rockefeller foresight is more practical 
and useful because it accepts change as a 
matter of course and trusts a later gen- 
eration to meet its problems as they arise.

is to destroy morale, the will of the people 
to win. This is done by bombing the 
back areas to create terror and panic. 
The pilots (in Spain) would fly so low 
that they could shoot women and children 
standing in line for food." 


The flier, Maj. Frederick Ives Lord, 


"Wisconsin-born World war pilot, veteran 
of revolutions in Russia and Mexico and 
holder of two distinguished flying cross- 
es, can claim to have some knowledge of 
wars, past and present. War-time flying 
is his profession and he does not like the 
way ii is ordered r.ov.-adays. 


Gone are the more romantic days when 


fliers took their chances in aerial joust- 
ings. 
In the World war, they created a 


gentleman's code. 
One gathers that a 


pilot, in these times, rnay find little ro- 
mance when he bombs and machine guns 
the defenseless. 


However, that is to be his job, appar- 


ently, and he is being trained for it. Too 
a soldier obeys orders. Application of the 
modern theory of war is not a pleasant 
thing to contemplate. 


BRAZIL ANTI-NAZI 


Recent news from Brazil, whose politi- 


cal trend has worried North Americans, is 
more reassuring. There is no question 
that the political system set up by Presi- 
dent Getulio Vargas is'"authoritarian" to 
a degree that democracy of the Anglo- 
Saxon type would never permit; but it is 
not Nazi. It repudiates Hitlerism. 


This fact has been made clear in recent' 


exchanges between President Vargas and 
Carl Ritter, the German ambassador. The 
latter, speaking for Fuehrer Hitler, has 
been insisting that organized Nazi activi- 
ties be permitted among the 155,000 Ger- 
mans in Brazil. The President and his 
advisers, observing that the Nazi "cultural 
program" was really political, have flatly 
declared it unlawful. 
A note submitted 


to the government by Hitler was consid- 
ered so arrogant that the President reject- 
ed it without further consideration. So 
that foot, for the present at least, is out 
of the South American door. 


Apparently the Hitler government was 


trying to do to Brazil what it has done 
in Austria and is now starting to do in 
Czechoslovakia. There is no place in this 
hemisphere for such alien intrusion. 


FRANCE ARMS 


France at last seems to be getting an 


effective government organized, in spile 
of its chaos of political parties, and pre- 
paring to defend itself against the men- 
ace on its eastern border. 
It is what 


Fiance always does in emergency, but she 
has seldom delayed so long. 


The danger is described in the Chamber 


of Deputies as "a swift, relentless unde- 
clared war on the part of Nazi Germany." 
Wars nowadays, by 
the 
new gangster 


mode of Fascist states, are always sud- 
den and undeclared, and nations seeking 
only their own self-defense must act ac- 
cordingly. 


The French defensive measure will pro- 


vide for "total mobilization" within a few 
hours, calling every able-bodied man and 
woman in France for duty in the trenches, 
munition factories and other 
essential 


branches of defense. 


This is what any nation must do now- 


adays when war starts. Again, as in prim- 
itive times, war is waged, whether offen- 
sive or defensive, by the whole tribe. It 
will be so in America when we get into 
another conflict. 


ISLANDS NAILED DOWN 


The coast guard cutter Roger B. Taney 


has returned to Honolulu after landing a 
few of our Hawaiian citizens on Canton 
and Enderbury Islands, in the equatorial 
Pacific region between Hawaii and Aus- 
tralia. The occupation was uneventful, in 
spite of perfunctory claim of ownership 
through prior discovery made by Great 
Britain. If any serious controversy arose, 
and the British claims seemed valid, Uncle 
Sam would doubtless pay a little for a 
clear title. In any event, it is expected 
that the American flag will stay there.

seaplanes in the Pacific. It is a coral reef 
in the form of a perfect circle, with a nar- 
row rim just high enough to keep out the 
storm waves, a circumference of about 30 
miles, and one entrance for vessels.

Wrong to Teach Children 


To Obey By Using Threats 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


There are people who pride themselves on their iron-clad discipline. 


Those who say, "You pick up those blocks or I'll spank you well," feel 
righteous about it down to the last tantrum. Such a parent is forever the 
lawgiver, and every law carries its penalty. "Don't cross the street to 
play with those young ruffians. If you do I'll make you stay on the 
porch every day for a week." "Hereafter you get down to breakfast at 
eight, on the dot, or you'll go to school without anything to eat." Such 
edicts always fail, and the' punishments bring rebellion to the fore. But 
the mistaken Authority holds grimly to the Right as he sees the Right. 


It is a poor method to pursue. Children are normal human beings, but 


it is not normal for people to jump at the sound of the Voice, to leap 
at the tick of the clock, to bow to frowning majesty with smiling servil- 
ity. It is normal to take time to consider, to adjust oneself to the situa- 
tion, to want to feel cooperative rather than oppressed. Order a boy to 
stand up in such a manner as to convey to him that it is your will that 
is to be done and NOT his, and he longs to sit down. He does sit down in 
the only respect that counts, mentally. The Voice has "gained nothing 
•worthwhile, but has set the oppressed one to thinking how he can free 
himself. 
Military obedience is essential in 


•war. Family life ought to bear no 
hint of that sort. Under its influ- 
ence love dies and beauty flies out 
of the window. The only obedience 
that matters is the obedience of 
the spirit The only way with a 
child is the way of loving coopera- 
tion on both sides. 


"That's all very fine, but what 


are you going to do when a child 
sits down in the middle of the 
street and won't get up?" I'll pick 
him up and carry him to where I 
can set him down in safety and 
then I'll go home and search my 
relationship to this child to dis- 
cover what I have been doing to 
make him feel rcbelious to my 
leadership and authority. I'll prob- 
ably find that I have been acting 
like an army sergeant. Then I'll 


set about gaining the child's coop- 
eration and cheerful, willing obe- 
dience. Any other sort isn't worth 
the getting. 


The essence of living is the feel- 


ing of Self. The freedom of Self is 
the joy of existence. Rob a human 
being of that and he feels himself 
hurt beyond cure. A child has that 
feeling strongly though he can- 
not express it save in terms of dis- 
obedience, defiance to authority, 
open rebellion. Respect for his per- 
sonal feelings, consideration for his 
weaknesses, sympathy for his dis- 
appointments, the strong love that 
lifts while it comforts, will clear j 
the difficulties. Determined disobc- ; 
dience is always the signal of an 
oppressed soul striving to escape.

It has come to such a pass that 
there is no. knowing where waist- 
lines are going. They are up near 
the bustline, down near the hipline 
or they aren't at all. And I mean

To all of which I can only an- 


swer "right." We scoffers who used 
to call grandmother's practices in- 
human! How we wish life "were as 
easy as getting into whalebone and 
counting-on bed posts to do the 
pulling. Now we have to go to the 
mat for a waistline, or better yet 
for lack of one. 


However, if we want "no waist- 


line at all" and want it 
badly 


enough, a few weeks of torso twist- 
ing will do the trick. 


Try These Turns 


First—in standing position, hands 


at sides. Raise on toes, flinging 
arms upward, palms facing each 
other. Now—still on toes, try to 
keep.your balance as you bend for- 
ward from waist and try to touch 
fingers to floor, palms facing body. 
It is going to be hard at first. Re- 
peat six times. Rest. 


When you have 
mastered

touching fingers to floor in front of 
you act, try twisting the*trunk to 
left side, touching the fingers to the 
extreme left and gradually work- 
ing around until the fingers touch 
floor in front of you and over to 
extreme right. This will probably 
give you a slight kink in the back. 


That done, try rotating the trunk

hips. Forward—right—back—left.

Flat on back on the floor. 
Bring 


knees to chest. See what that does 
for abdomen and waist. 


Next—hands on hips, flat on back 


on floor. Come to sitting position, 
without moving legs, and bend over 
touching fingertips to toes. If you 
feel a good old-fashioned tug at the 
waistline that means it will soon 
reach the vanishing point.

Briggs finds to be one of the cheap 
forages when cut green and proper- 
ly cured. Field corn cures well if 
it is cut green and put into good 
sized shocks, but sweet corn when 
cut green should be put into small 
shocks. As a hay, corn stalks are 
not considered a good dairy rough- 
age, but if necessary can be used for 
dry slock and as a supplement with 
other good hay.

400 years to make every inch of top 
soil, but in 16 years all the topsoil 
would wash away if the land were 
planted to corn year after year.

same topsoil would last 99 -years. 
Placed to a pennanent cover oi 
meadow grasses, the close-growing 
roots would protect the soil lor 
nearly 4,000 years.
